Upon receipt of n request for sampling and grading from 
a financially interested party the licensed sompler shall, - 
as soon as practicable, draw samples from such lot or lots 
of canned fruits or vegetsbles as are in such condition as 
to permit adequate and proper sampling. 

In the event conditions are such that it is impossible 

for the licensed samplor to procure cans from all portions 
of a lot, the sampler shall note on his certificate of 
sampling to what portions of a lot his sanpling was 
restficted. 

The. sampler shall draw sample cans at random from various 

locations in each lot, in suchtianner as to insure 

thorough sampling. Sampling must not be confined to the 
top and sides of a lot mt shall include sanuples from the 
back, center,and bottom of the pile as well. 

Samples shall be drawn at the rate of one can from each 
1000 cans in the lot of No.3 size cans and smaller, at the 
rate of 1 can from each 500 cans of No.5 size cans, and 
1 can for cach 300 cans in the case of No. 10 size cans. 

The samples shall be securely packed and forwarded to the 

proper grading office of the Bureau of Agricultural Econ- 


omics, U.S. Department of Agriculture, all charges prepaid. 
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For each sample drawn by a licensed sampler, there shall be 
issued a certificate of sampling in triplicate. The 
original and duplicate shall accompany the sample to the 
grading office. The triplicate shall be retained by the 
sampler. This certificate shall indicate the location of 
the lot, name of warehouse, number of car and initials, 
number of cases in lots rnd size of containers. 
Upon receipt of an application from a canner to sample his 
entire pack, the license sampler shall make a rough plat of 
the floor plan of the building, in triplicate, The location 
and nun ler of cases in each lot in the warehouse should be 
noted thereon, together with the code marks or othor identify-~- 
ing lcgends used in connection with the lot, One copy 
should be furnished the canner, the original furnished the 
grading office to which the sazmles are sent for grading, 
and a copy retained by the saxpler.

Upon receipt of a request for sampling and grading from 
a financially interested party, the licensed sampler shall, 
as soon as practicable, draw samples from such lot or lots

The sampler shall draw sample cans at random from various 
locations in each lot, in such manner as to insure thora 
Sampling. Sampling must not be confined to the top and 


Sides of a lot, but shall include samples from the back, 


center, and bottom of the pile as well. 


In the event conditions are such that it is impossible for 
the licensed sampler to procure cans from all portions of 
a lot, the sampler shall note on his certificate of sampling 
to what portions of a lot his sampling was restricted, 
Samples shall be drawn at the rate of one can from each 
1000 cans in the lot of No. 3 size cans and smaller, and 
at the rate of one can from each 600 cans of No. 5 and 
No. 10 size cans. 

Two cans in cach sample should bear the “official sample" 
label, showing the information requested on the label. 

A strip of gummed paper should be pasted completely 
around the center of the case in the short direction and 
should bear the initials and number of the sampler and 


the date of sampling.

For each sample drawn by a licensed sampler, there shall
